1. The drawings are objected ID as faffing to oompiyvHim 37 CFR 1.8^ 
because they do not include the foBowino refarenoe sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: Wireless System 300 spolten of on page 9. fine 14 is not iabeied in Figure 
3. Also. WIBS 310 and O&Mseiver3S0 are not labeled In F^re 4. Corrected drawing 
sheets In compliance w«l» 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required In repty to the Omce action to 

avoid abandonmem of the appScatlon. Any amended replacennent dravving sheet should 
include aU of the ftgures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even If 
only one figure is being amended. The n^>laeement 8heel(s) should be labeled 
'Replacement Sheetf in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)} so aa not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing ^ures. If the changes are not aooeptod by the «carofaier, the 

applicant will be notified and Infomwd of any required conective action In the ^ 
action. The otjecHon to the drawings wBl.not be held in abeyance. 
2. The drawings are otjected to as ^ng to oonrq^ virilh 37 CFR 1.84<pX5) 
because they include the fbllovirtng reference character(s) not mention 
description; CU 105 J()6, and 107 as %we« as PU«N 160 shown Irt Figure tare ^ 
mentioned in the spectficatiDn. Also, none of the eidments shown in Figure 2 are 
fcfemed to in the specification by element number. Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(dX or amendment to the specification to add the 
refierenoe charBcter(s) in the description in complianoe with 37 CFR 1 .121(b) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
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amended repiacement dravnng sheet ehould bicbide all of the figines appearing on the 
immedtete priorversion of the sheet, even if onfy one figure is be&ig amended. The 
replacement sheet(s) shouM be labeled ^epiacemenl Sheer in the page header (as 
per 37 CFR 1.84{c}) so as not to obstnid any portion of the drawing figures, lithe 
changes are not aooepied by the examiner, the applicant vM be notified and infonmed of 
any required conecttve action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings 
wiR not be held in abeyance. 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following infbrmal^s: On page 1 , 
line 8. the wont 'Stations* should be "station*. Also, on page 1 Jine 8. the word ''a* is 
ntissirio between the words 'using* and "wbeiess". On page 2, line 24, the word 1o* is 
missing behrveen "system" and *ufHize* On page 3. line 10. the wcmxI 'diaraclerized" 
should be 'characterize*. On page 3, line 1 1. the word 'system* should be ""systems*. 
On page 3. line 14, the word "as* is missbig between "^ch* and Onpa^3» 
lines 19 and 20, the phrase *operafior^ and maintenance clients system" should be 
"operations and maintenance dient systems*. On page 4, line 17, the word *system* 
should be 'systems*. On page 4, line 18« the word 'Improves* should be 'improve*. On 
page 5, fine 7, the word Invention* is missing after "present". On ps^ 5, line 1 5, the 
word 'station" is missing after the word *base". On page 9. line 23, the (rttrase 
'maintenance dienr* should be 'mafritenance client 305'. 

On page 10, line 15, theword "be" is not needed after "dynanrwalljT. On page 
11. lines 8 and 9, "dient 304" should be "dient 305". On page 11, line 12 the phrase "is 
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provideci' is needed after 'O&M server aSO". On page 11, fine 14. it is beiievBd that the 
phrase -WW wireless call foquesta* slKHiM lie •non-O&M 
are intended for caB agent 320, Also (mRne 14, the wort "to' should !» intended «m". 
On page 11. lines 18-21, there is some confttsion regarting caB processing logic 410. 
Rrel. ft is stated in Hnes 19 and 20 that call processing logic 410 is with&i O&M server 
350. but call processing logic 410 is present In WIB5 310 In Flgui« 4. Secondly, lines 
20 and 21 state that the O&M sewer 350 preveniB WIBS 310 from mistakenly routing 
non-O&M calls to call agent 320. The racaminei's understanding is that nonO&M c^s 
are what are supposed to be fouted to caO ^nt 320. 

On page 11. Ine 23, the word "call" should be "calls". On page 12, line 11. the 
word to" Is missing between "WIBS 310* and "delennlne". On page 12. line 12. (he 
phrase "be sent to" is needed belween the words to" and "the". On page 12, line 17, 
'control logic unit 4S0" shotdd be "O&M Cal proces^ng logic 450" to be more precise. 
On page 13. lines 1 and 2, theelemenl "Q»M fimdion logic 440* should be "O&M 
Sewer Furo*on$ 460" to correspond to Figure 4. This Isrfsotwe onpage13.Bne3. 
On page 13. Rnes 25 and 26, ttie i^se "data connecHon to ttie mobile terminal oS the 
traflic channer should be labeled as step 550 of Figure 5. 

On page 14. (here is some confusion regarding steps 560 and 566 of Figure 5. 
On page 14. lines 1 and 2 it is slated that when mobile temiinal receives signal 565. the 
mobne tsmUnal establishes a point'to-poM protocol connection (step 560) with the 
O&Mseiver. Howwever. in Figure 5 It appears that step 660 occurs before step 565.

Lastly, on page 14. lines 7 and 8, the phrase "Send operation and mabilananoe 
oommands using HTML or other simiter internet communication tanguage' should be 
bibeled as step 580 of Figure 5.

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(USN) is antkapated by me 1^ spoken of In regard to Rgure 2 on page 3, ^ 
weH as lines 14-17. "A piurelily of wireless base stations coupled to the LAN, the 
viiireless base stations coupled to oomnuiitote with urireless devk^ 
enterprise wireless commuriieation system via an internet protoooT is anfieipatad by 
base transceiver stations 201 . 202, and 203 (plurality of wirdess base stations) that 
communicate wah vwieless devices shown in 2 using an S«temet protocol such a^ 

TCP as stated on page 3. tinea 6-7. 'A mahHenanoe and operations (M&O) senrer 
coupled to the IAN. the M&O seiver adapted to handle wired and twireless M&O cfienis 
commurticating to or witoki the enterprise wireless oomrmnrication system" is 
antic^nted 1^ the OUM server 210 of Figure 2. oommuidcates with wired 0& 
clients 215 and 220 of Figure 2, as weH as page 3. lines 24-26 which stato th^ 08M 
dients (uniatMied wireless units of Fi^ire 2) can be remotely connected to O&M servers 
to handle toe required network management of a system. LasUy, "a caH agent coupled 
to the LAN to process wireless caBs ftom.mobHe communication untts to the enterprise 
wireless communication system' is anticipated l>y the remote system operation and 
maintenance via a call agent spoken of on p^ 4. lines 1 -7. 

Regarding daim 2. \Hherein the plurality of wiretess base slatkms indude 
wireless call processing logic adapted to handle ocmventional wifeless oommunication 
functkms' is anticipated by the base transceiver stations 201^2. and 203 of Figure 2 
that pwfOTn wireless oomimmicattxi functions pertdning to the wriabeied wireless 
tenninais shown in Figure 2.

AppBcanTs admitted prtor art also teaches O&M cHente ttwt can 
be remotely connected to OM/I seivers tor remote «x»8S managenwirt (steps b, d. and 

e)as stated on page 3. One 24-page 4. line 3. 

Applicanfs admitted prior ait does nctteach. "providing a unique oal 
identification numbei* or "detenninlnfl Kirtwther the caU requeste from the wireless clients 
are valid requeste'. Honwver. Fulton etal. teaches a method for remote access 
management where a remote user dials a number assodatod with a remote access 
seiver (unique caU identification nufriw). The caH request Is then examined by swairity 
server 130 for authentication (vaTidlty) and then a connection is established based upon 
the result of the authentication. Refer to the abstract of Fulton etal. as well as page 1. 
paragraph 25. At the time of the Inveirtion. It would have been obvious to someone of 
onlinaiy skai in the art ^ven tfiese references to oomtMne the Applicants admitted prior 
art with the authentication of Fullon at al In Older to provide secure reinote access In an 

enterprise system. 

Retting dafan 19. Api^cants admitted prior art further teaches a date 
oonnectfon path between BIS 201 and unlateled moble devices (M&O diente) In 

Figwe2. 

Regaiding daim 20. Appficanf s admitted prior art fur^ teaches a data 
connection path b^een BTS 201 and 08M senrer 210 for caB processing. 
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Reganling daim 21 . AppncanT* admiBBd prior art ftirttier teaches a point4o^nt 
communication path between unlabeled moble devices of Flgufe 2 and O&M server 

210 of F^re 2 via BSC 110. 

ReganUng daiin 22, Applicant's admitted prior art further teaches internet 
connectivay for remote system operation and maintenance between an OaM senier and 

O&M cliente on page 4, Ibies 1-7. 

Mlowablo Subjoct Matter 

14. aaims 9-11 and 13-16 are sriiow^e over the prior art of record. 

15. aalms 4, 6-8, and IB are objected to as being dependent upon a re^ed base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten In independent form including ail of the 
limitations (rf the base daim and any interveiting dalms. 

16. Claim 5 would be aHowable if rewritten to overcome the rejedion(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, forth in this Office action and to indude att of the 
findtattons of the base dernn and any inlefveidng claims.

allowable over (he prior art of reoord. 

Rsganling daim 9, ttie prior art of record teaches a wir<riess enterprise 
communication system vrilh a piuiaHy of t>ase stations that provides remoie access 
maintenance and opera&on functions to a plurality of remotely coupled wireless O&M 
devices. The prior art of reoord feils to teach a fbst and a second call prooes^ng logic 
unit vintlwi each base station as vveB as an 'access oontrd logic unif tor sdSng a 
"unique call Identification number' that ens^tes the l>ase station to distinguteh betMiem 
call requests from the wireless O&M devices and other wirdess devices within the 
enterprise system. 

f^egarding daims 10 and 11. these claims are further limHing to daim 9 and are 
tiius also aNowabte over the prior art of record. 

f?eganjling daim 13. the prior art of record teaches a maintenance and 
operations (M&O) server for piovidlifig wireless remote access and local operafians and 
maintenance access to wired and wirelesa M&O devices. The piior art of record also 
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teaches call processiiQ logic in the MU> seiver for processing 
from the remote wireless IkMO devices. The prior art of reoord fans to teach an -aooess 
control logic unT in the M&O sewer for setting a 'unique caU tdentification mmbeT in 
Older to enai^ the remote wireless devices to communicate with the M&O sewer. 

Regarding daims 14-16. these daAnsare further finritbig to daum 13 and are thus 

also allowable over the prior art of record. 

Regarding daim 18. the prior art of record teaches the method of daim 17. The 

prior ait of record faBs to teach the step of negotiating between the v^rireiess base station 
and the M&O server to dynamicaily set a "caU identifieation numbei" to enable the M&O 
cHent to iniUate caOs to the enterprise ^^stem.
